Is History 


THE 
1931 General Assembly ad- 


journcd Thursday noon and its 


greatest accomplishment was not 
what It did but what it didn't do: 


i» It didn't increase the 2 per cent 
' state sales tax. 


And for thnt heroic stand many 


faults may be forgiven. Unforgiv 
able, however, was the action of the 
statchousc spending crowd in run 
ning up a column of financial prom- 
ises in the cynical belief the legis 
laturc wouldn't toe able to balance 
it except by Increasing the sales 
tax. 


The bluff failed. The legislature 


bared its teeth — and now official 


(,• \ hot checks arc a dime a dozen\ 
" around' the statchousc. 


What I most regret about the 


1051 legislative session is that it 
didn't Identify and prosecute — for 
disloyalty to the democratic form 
of government — the person or per- 
sons who conceived and drafted the 
instrument chiefly to blame for all 
this confusion, Amendment No. 41, 
which was defeated in the general 
election last November. 


The budgets, appropriations and 


ftis taxes which govern and support 


the public service institutions of 
our state — the schools and colleg- 
es, the welfare department and oth- 
er institutions — arc the responsi- 
bility of the legislature. But when 
the previous session failed to pro- 
vide for their expansion plans the 
statehouse department heads in- 
stead of retrenching their budgets 
and working for a better deal in 
the 1051 legislature actually increas- 
ed their goals, and, in the case of 
the Department of Education, set 


*&' the assembly entirely aside with a 


bold treasury "grab" . . . Amend- 
ment .41. 


The bureaucrats handed the 1951 


legislature, therefore, an impossible 
problem — trying to cover with the 
normal resources of Ihc state a pat- 
tern of expenditures that had no 
relation either to the legislative 
will or the realities of our economy. 


It is true that the 
legislature 


ought to have provided a larger in 


. 
crease in state taxes than it did. 
'6 Some rise in the operating cost of 


state government is in line with the 
times, and there is justice in Gov- 
ernor Sid McMath's complaint this 
morning that, "The appropriation 
bills were passed, but the revenue 
measures for their support were 
not made." 


Rut it was apparent as the ses- 


sion wore on that pressure groups 
blocked off all the real revenue- 
raising proposals except the one 


rf, directly affecting the common pco- 
Vf pic — the sales tux. This, in a burst 


of heroism, the legislature reject- 
ed.

Tennessee 
official t o l d senate 


crime investigators today that two 
wholesale liquor houses in Cairo, 
111., do a $20.000,000-a-year 
busi- 


ness selling whisey for 
delivery 


in dry areas of the southeast. 
Clarence 
Evans, 
Tennessee's 


commissioner of finance and taxa- 
tion, accused the wholesalers of 
conspiring with buyers to bootleg 
thousands of cases of liquor into 
southern counties and states 
that 


still have prohibition. 


"Clandestine methods" are em- 


ployed in the illicit' traffic, Evans 
said, referring to the use of trucks 
with false bottoms, loadings in the 
dark of night and "false invoices 
and false signatures."

Congress Gets 
Battle Over 
Cotton Ceiling 


Washington. March 9 — (/P)—The 


fight over whether celling prices 
on cotton should be imposed 
on 


the raw material or on finished 
textiles shifted today to congress. 


Price Administrator Michael V. 


DiSallc refused yesU;rday 
to 
re- 


move ceilings on raw cotton. Ceil- 
ings were imposed last Saturday. 
The basic price was set at 45.76 
cents a pound. 


Soutlhcrn congressmen and cottot 


spokesmen want these 
removed 


and the problem handled by ceil- 
ings on 'textiles. 


DiSalle annnouneed his 
deter- 


mination to k-'ep the ceilings on 
raw cotton. 


But several 
congressmen have 


introduced bills to exempt 
raw 


cotton from price control. 
Thus 


the issue 
will be fought 
out in 


congress. And the decision 
may 


come in legislation to extend the 
P-residcnt's price control authority 
—which expires June 30. 


DiSallc faced his critics yester- 


day in. a

room, explained his position, listen- 
ed to caustic ^crilism.

The short, portly price admini- 


strator was summoned before the 
house-senate "watchdog" commit- 
tee on defense production, headed 
by Senator Maybank (D-SC) and 
Rep. Paul Brown (D-GA). 


He said he felt "the entire sta 


bili/ation 
program - is doomed" 


unless raw cotton prices are con- 
trolled. 


He said the order would slay in 


cfect unless congress changes the 
law. 


DiSalle said he didn't see how 


the price of finished textiles could 
be controlled if there were no con- 
trols over raw materials. 


In World War II there were no 


ceiling prices on raw.cotton goods, 
were ceilings on cotton goods. 


But the difference, DiSalle, said, 


is that the country went into the 
war with a 10,000,000-bale surplus 
and 
virtually no way to 
export 


cotton. Now there is a shortage 
of cotton in this country and in 
the world, he said, noting 
that 


cotton is selling at about 25 per 
cent above parity.

Washington. March 9 —(A1)—Sen- 


ator Capchart (R-Ind) said today 
the senate investigation of 8°v- 
eminent loans has turned up "cor- 
ruption and rottenness" for which 
President Truman should 
'apolo- 


gize and take appropriate action." 


"A scandal that makes the Tea- 


pot Dome scandal look like Sun- 
day School stuff," Capeheart told 
reporters. 


Capchart is a member of a son- 


ate banking subcommittee which 
has been looking into charges of 
influence in lending by the recon- 
struction finance corporation. 


He said the inquiry shows "mil- 


lions of dollars" of public 
funds 


have been loaned on a basis of 
political favoritism "that traces 
right back to the White House it- 
self." 


"It's time now," C a p e h a r t 


added "foro the president to speak 
out and act." 


He said he 
will urge senate 


Democratic 
leaders to
